To claim that 
we have no markets and that an 
over production is bound to fol- 
low the colonization of the State, 
isas weak as it is silly. If fifty 
years ago the pioneers of Ohio, 
Ilinois or lowa had used that as 
an argument why those States 
should not become populous, they 
would at this age have be>n con- 


sidered as not very far-sighted. | 


With a State abounding in must 
every known mineral, with moun- 
tains of iron, tin, gypsum and 
marble, with our hills full of un- 
developed gold and silver, with 
thousands upon thousands of acres 
of rich, productive land, that has 
lain fallow for centuries and only 
needs the cunning hand of man to 
make it yield anything and every- 
thing that grows any where in the 
temperate zone, it is idle to talk 
about an over production, or to 
say that the State has no future- 
That Nevada has been the most 
“mfortunate State in the Union 
there is but little chance to doubt. 
The men who have controlled the 
silver mines have transported every 
dollar’s worth of bullion the State 
has ever produced out of the 
country, and vone of it has ever 
found its way back save 
and except the comparatively 
few dollars made _ necessary 
for the production of more.

Where is there a section of the 
country where the farmers’ fami- 
lies eat beef, cake and pies seven 
days in the week and their chil- 
dren attend school the year round? 
Where is there a section of the 
country where everybody gocs as 
warmly and comfortably clad as 
they do here? Where is the loca- 
tion of six thousand people 
engaged in farming and mer- 
chandising with less business fail- 
ures than are recorded in Washoe?

‘‘Then there is Philip Massinger, who, 
in his play, ‘The Duke of Milan,’ shows 
that he doesn’t know the first thing 
about. toxicology. One of the charac- 
ters scatters a poisonous powder over a 
flower, which is afterward given toa 
female. Some of the powder falls on 
her hand, and when her lover salutes 
the tips of her fingers he dies. Pure 
aconitine itself, the most powerful of 
all known vegetable poisons, would 
hardly produce that effect. 

‘*The most powerful and deadly poison 
in the world and at the same time the 
oldest one known to mankind, is prussie¢ 
acid. To illustrate its antiquity: An 
Egyptologist has read on an Egyptian 
papyrus preserved at the Louvre, ‘Pro- 
nounce not the name of J. A. 0. under 
the penalty of the peach,’ The only 
poison. which can be distilled from the 
peach is prussic acid, so that it must 
have been known tothe Egyptian. A 
knight in the reign of Tiberius, accused 
of high treason, swallowed poison and 
fell dead at the feet of the senators. 
No poison but prussic acid, and that 
only in aconcentrated state, would have 
had this effect. ‘The prussiec acti that 
is sold in dru@.stores is only diluted 
stuff, containing a small percentage of 
the real acid. Pure prussic acid is made 
only in chemical laboratories, and is so 
powerful. that -were a person to inhale 
the fumes arising from it in one good 
whiff he would drop dead. 

“Another interesting poison is the 
dhatoora of the Hindoos, a species of 
belladonna which these people adminis- 
ter to persons of high rank to produce 
imbecility. It is distilled from the seeds 
of the common thorn apple, which 
grows as plentifully in New Jersey as 
it does m India.” |
